The German Lutheran Missouri Sjnod 
to Convene at St. PauPs Church To- 
morrow—The Institutions Rep- 
resented and a Glimpse at 
Their Vast Domain. 


The delegate convention of the Ger- 
ma Lutheran Missouri synod will con- 
vene to-morrow at St. Paul's Lutheran 
church. 
The synod comprises upwards 
of 1,200 congregations with a member- 
ship of 436,353 ranging over a territory 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific and 
from Canada to the Gulf of Mexico. 
I n 
the churches included in the synod there 
are 927 pastors and 1,010 parochial 
schools, besides the Lutheran university 
at St. Louis, the Concordia college at 
Fort Wayne, the Practical Theological 
seminary at Springfield, HI., the Teach- 
er's seminary at Addison, HI., and the 
colleges at Milwaukee, Concordia, New 
Orleans and New York. 


The synod has an asylum for the 
deaf and dumb at Norris, Mich., and 
h i v e orphan asylums 
DePeres, Mo., 
Addison. 111., New Orleans, West Rox- 
burry. Mass.. Delana, Pa., Union Hill. 
N. J . . and at Wittenberg, Wis. 


The synod owns the Lutheran hos- 
pital at Bast New 
and the emi- 
grant house also in that city. 


There are about 400 del^atea in the 
synod and 'each represent from two to 
seven congregations. Recording to the 


membership. 
They meet every three 
years alternately at St. Lonis and Fort 
Wayne. 
The representativeB come from 
every part of the nation, 
wherever the 
Lutheran church is established. 
They 
only consider the general business and 
welfare of the church, such as missions, 
schools, 
colleges, churches, 
hospitals, 
wylums and their extensive property 
interests. 
No 
theological 
subjects 
come before this general body, they be- 
ing 
confined 
alone 
to the district 
synods.

THE new liquor law which has jnst 
gone into effect in Maine, 
says 
an 
Augusta correspondent, has more teeth 
in it than any temperance 
legislation 
since the enactment, of the original 
"Maine law." 
The severity of its pro- 
visions is such that for the first offense 
it takes away the discretion of the court 
and makes the penalty for selling even 
a glass >of sweet cider for tippling pur- 
poses imprisonment as well as fine. 
There is so much grip in it that the 
payment of a United States tax is made 
prima facie evidence of intent to sell, 
so that, instead of being a protection, 
it really malces the party 
paying the 
Government tax a violator of the law. 
There is a good deal of feeling among 
the ilisijensers of the bibiiloiis fluid over 
the new law. There are over 1,100 
persons in Maine who pay an annual 
special tax as retail liquor dealers, for 
which the United States 
Government 
gets some 
$ 2 7 , 0 0 0 . 
In Bangor 
there 
are KSO places which pay a Government 
tax, six of which number take out a 
license as wholesale dealers. 
A Port- 
land lawyer says: 
"A lawyer must be 
A bold one who would declare that any 
conceivable provision in a Maine liquor 
law woiiltl bo adjudged unconstitutional 
so long as the Governor has no hesita- 
tion iu approving a.bill which imposes 
sixty (lays' imprisonment upon the sale 
of the tirst glass of new cider contain- 
ing no alcohol. 
This is the forty-first 
liquor law which has been enacted since 
the original prohibitory law of 1851— 
forty-one laws in thirty-six years—and 
the promoters of said legislation are no 
better satisfied than when they began."

The law requires the seUer to 
have a petition signed by twenty-five 
ladies in which he pledges to sell only 
to persona presenting a sworn statement 
that liquor is to be used only for speci- 
fied m ^ c i n a l purposes. 
T h e ladies of 
the Women's 
Christian 
Temperance 
union examined the applications and an- 
tagonized most of them. 
Out of six 
applications examined yesterday three 
were accepted. 
There are twenty-fonr 
applications on file. The ladies object to 
most of them ^ind are using their in- 
fluence in havmg them rejected.".

prosperity, and whose intelligence, m o r a t i ^ 
and large liberality in all public measures for 
the welfare of society deserve and shonld ro- 
ceive from the- hands of our Government •omo 
euch recognition. It ia not also a duty to set 
forth in this quiet but eflTectnal method the 
gemns of Aiii'^rici^n Government, which hMtt 
under its fost< ring rare people of all civili20<i 
nations, and wliicli treats thorn without regard 
to civil, religiouö or race peculiarities as com- 
mou citizens':' We send Danes to Denmark, 
Germans to Germany; we reject no man b« - 
cause he is a Frenchman; why should we not 
make a crowning testimony to the genius of 
our people by sending a Hebrew to Turkey?

A CRV goes up over the country for 
a further improvement in typewriting. 
I t is for a kind that will make the work 
keej). 
Late advices from Washington 
Bay that Goyernment records "written** 
with the machine are already fading-in 
a way which indicates that they 
will 
soon become illegible, and it was re 
ported a few days ago that a certain 
judge had distinguished himself by re- 
fusing to accept as records in his court 
the work of the typewriter. 
The ne 
cessity for such a decision cannot be 
doubted, but is much to be regretted. 
The work of the typewriter, while fresh, 
is so much more easily read than is the 
average production of the pen that it 
has been widely preferred for record- 
ing purposes, and the proceedings of 
very 
many 
corporate associations, as 
well as legal documents, have been put 
into attractive sha})e by the aid of this 
instrument. 
But a great deal of this 
work will have to be "done all over 
again" in the good old-fashioned way 
The fault lies in the ink, Avhich is of 
the kind known as "aniline." 
The ink 
which was used with the earlier ma- 
chines soon fades on exposure to the 
air. 
I t was lacking in the quality of 
durability which permits the writing 
and printing of preceding centuries to 
be read as easily as if the work 
were 
done but yesterday. 
The old kinds of 
inks are not adapted to transfer from 
the ribbon to paper, w hicli fact has led 
to the aniline substitute. The difficulty 
has, however, been })artly overcome by 
a recent mixture of carbon with the 
other ingredients, and it is now claimed 
that only the green and ))urple ribbons 
cannot be depended 
on to make a 
record 
that 
may bo pr. served al- 
most 
iniletinitly. 
It may l)o worth 
while to ri'iiiomber that coj)!! s mado by 
transfer aro not trustwortliy us records, 
the iiiiprossion made diroi t from the 
typos boing much th«^ mont durable, as 
they loavo a }>artial inijiress of form in 
addition to the color oliange given by 
the ink <jm(>loy<>d. 
Ir is probable tJiat 
the difficulty will l>o ontiroly ol)viated 
now tliat attention is called to it. 
Tiie 
inventive «^onius of the ag»- would be 
labeled by the statonuint that this ob- 
fection to the uso of the typewriter 
cannot be overcome. 


F i f t e e n or twenty thousand dollars 
seems a large sum to spend yearly for 
telegraphic tolls, and yet there are no 
less than twenty firms in Chicago who 
pay that amount of money every year 
for the use of a wire between this city 
And New York alone, says the Chicago 
News. 
These 
are mostly 
brokers 
whose business demands speedy com- 
munication between buyers and sellers 
in Chicago and the great market on 
the New York 
stock exchange. Ten 
years ago the ordinary 
telegraphic 
communication between the two cities 
sufficed, b u t as it frequently took half 
an hour to deliver a message on the 
stock exchange, even when a broker's 
orders, which were given the prefer- 
ence over everything, it was necessary 
to 
find 
some 
means 
of 
almost 
instantaneous communication. 
Stocks 
might 
decline 
or 
advance 
sev- 
eral 
points 
between 
the time 
an 
order was telegraphed here and re- 
ceived on Wall street. 
In 1878, J . T. 
Lester & Co. put in a wire from their 
office to the Western Union Telegraph 
Company's 
Building and leased 
from 
that corporation a wire to New 
Y F > R K , 
for which the sum of $25,000 was to • 
paid annually, 
'fhis didn't includo ü 
wages of operators, which amounted to 
$2,500 more. 
T h e scheme was a big 
one, but soon paid enormously. Specu- 
lators saw the advantage of having di- 
rect communication with Wall 
street, 
and other 
brokerage firms were soon 
compelled to lease wires or stop con- 
tending for business. 
Then the Balti- 
more and Ohio Line came in and leased 
wires for $20,000 a year and the West- 
ern X'nion met the cut. T h e Baltimore 
and ()hio cut to $15,000, but the other 
corporation wouldn't stand the reduc- 
tion, and the price for líaltimore and 
Ohio wires went to $1^,000 per year, 
which is now charged on all new con- 
tracts, while some old ones bring but 
SI5,000, and the 
firms 
holding con- 
tracts 
with the Western 
Union pay 
$20,000.
